In 1940 following the reverses suffered by the British Army in France it was considered 
necessary to withdraw the British infantry battalion stationed in Jamaica and Bermuda. 
The Canadian Government agreed to replace those troops with a Canadian battalion 
designated as “Y” Force. The Canadians were stationed at Up Park Camp. 
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
